Student Council 


Established in 1 945, the Honor Council is entrusted with the 
responsibility of promoting honor among MBA students. The 
twelve-member council strives to discourage lying, cheating, 
stealing, and the falsification of information. When a student is 
suspected of having committed an Honor Code violation, the 
Honor Council tries the alleged offender and recommends suit- 
able punishment, ranging from a warning to expulsion. 

The Honor Council and the Honor System in general provide 
two basic advantages for MBA students. First, a sense of mutual 
trust is created both among fellow students and among teachers 
and students. Books, lunches, etc. may be left lying around 
without concern. Teachers do not have to keep students under 
close surveillance and may even leave the classroom during tests. 
Second, the Honor Council provides a safety net for students. A 
student convicted of an Honor Code violation while at MBA is 
given the chance to recognize his mistake, correct it, and avoid 
harsher penalties later in life.

When I was asked to write this 
article about What I Did Last 
Summer. I first thought, “This is 
simple: just list the cast, the per- 
formance dates, and then give a 
simple plot synopsis.” I quickly axed 
that idea for two reasons: 1) there is 
no “simple” way to explain the plot 
of What I Did Last Summer and 2) 
the only people who will probably 
read this article are the ones who 
were involved, so a plot summary is 
redundant. But, Just in case someone 
mistakes this for the mother’s auxil- 
iary article and actually reads it, this 
is what I would like for him to know. 
What I Did Last Summer was not 
your average high school play. It was 
put on entirely by students whose 
talent and dedication enabled them 
to overcome innumerable odds. 

Rehearsing five nights a week 
foif six short weeks, the cast came 
together and went beyond the point 
of memorizing lines and learning 
blocking. Their characters were 
well-polished and genuine, yet pow- 


erful and energetic enough to fill an 
auditorium space which is notorious 
for being acoustically and visually 
dead. Meanwhile the crew was doing 
more than just raising and drawing 
the curtain. They were busy with the 
task of transforming Wallace Hall 
into a legitimate performing area.

To overcome these various ob- 
stacles, cast and crew alike collabo- 
rated on set construction, lighting, 
sound, costumes, props, and pro- 
gram advertisements. Students and 
faculty both gave resounding re- 
sponses to the performances, and 
hopefully MBA will realize that if 
this sort of production could occur 
with minimal budget and facilities, 
the future possibilities for theatre in 
the new Davis complex are limitless.

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During the year, the Girls and Boys’ 
Club tutors donate their time to educating 
Nashville’s youth through the student 
tutoring program at the local Boys’ Club. 
Each Tuesday and Thursday, a veritable 
cornucopia of MBA students trek to the 
club. Each MBA student tutors a child 
from a local elementary school in various 
subjects. Led by Susan Freeman, a Boys’ 
Club staff member, and Mr. Moxley, the 
program is rewarding for both tutor and 
tutoree. 

Upon arrival at the Boys’ Club, a 
tutor’s first challenge is motivating the 
student to begin work. Often the tutor 
works with the child on his or her home- 
work and in other areas. The tutor soon 
learns the child’s weaknesses and then 
concentrates on those weaknesses. Often 
a tutor can be seen with the tutoree pour- 
ing over a Dr. Seuss book or writing out 
the multiplication tables. He also works 
with the tutoree on current events and use 
for resources the various magazines that 
can be found in the library. 

The Boys’ Club has many resources 
to work with. For instance, a trip to the 
artroom is often a fun activity for the 
child and a break for the tutor. The 
computers also provide a good learning 
resource in math and other subjects. The 
gym and the recreation hall, with pool 
tables and games, are also used as a way 
to relax after a tutoring session. 

By working with one tutor through- 
out the year, the tutoree forms a special 
relationship with the tutor. The MBA 
student learns a lot from his tutoree, and 
they form a common friendship that 
proves to be a rewarding experience for 
all. 




Soup Kitchen 

On the first Saturday of each month 
during the school year, MBA students and 
faculty members give their time and money 
to help feed Nashville’s homeless through 
the Soup Kitchen Program. Under the di- 
rection of faculty sponsor Dr. Springer and 
Program Director Mrs. Carol Hagan, MBA 
participants have established a well-re- 
spected reputation for running a top-flight 
soup kitchen.

Com- 
ing into the season in our usual “high state of 
readiness” and with a cheery heave-ho speech 
from Mr. Tate, we rounded our posse and scurried 
off to Wake Forest.

In the all-important district championships, 
the one and only national qualifier, the team as a 
whole gave the best performance MBA has ever 
shown. Competing for two national spots, MBA 
captured both decisively as Robert and Behdad 
placed first with an undefeated record of 21-0 
ballots. Suresh and his partner Bobby Hartman 
were second, also undefeated except for a one 
round forfeit to teammates Behdad and Rob. The 
team looks forward to national competition this 
summer . . . South Dakota here we come! 

National competition proved to be a bit stick- 
ier for the squad in comparison to in-state rivalry, 
despite the obvious downgrade in quality. There 
is, however, no word “defeat” in the remarkably 
expansive vocabulary of an MBA debater. Both 
the top varsity and top novice teams have been 


acknowledged as being among the ten best in the 
nation, with bids to exclusive round robins and 
several tournament championships as ample evi- 
dence. The novice team of Clay Risen and Eric 
Womack will be attending the novice national 
championship held this year at Vestavia Hills, 
Alabama. This team, along with teams com- 
prised of Tim Wesley, Praveen Kambam, Bill 
Wilson, Eric Himmelfarb, and Tom Hall have 
received championship honors at Vestavia, Glen- 
brook South, Samford, and the University of 
Alabama, to mention but a few. Varsity high- 
lights include a first place finish by Behdad and 
Suresh at the St. Andrews National Round Robin 
and another by Robert and Breen at the Mars Hill 
Invitational Round Robin. 

Perhaps the finest example of MBA excel- 
lence on the varsity level was a performance in a 
ten-day series of tournaments in Chicago. The 
largest and most competitive tournament of the 
year was the Glenbrook South Invitational, in- 
cluding over 160 teams from 40 states. Behdad 
and Rob placed first in this outstanding field of 
competitors, defeating rival St. Mark’s on a 
unanimous decision in the semis and soundly 
thrashing Edgemont in the finals. Unfortunately, 
illness struck the team as they prepared to com- 
pete the next day in the four-day Glenbrook 
Round Robin against the top eight teams in the 
nation.

The team finished the stay with a 5-1 
performance at Glenbrook North, losing in elimi- 
nation rounds to semifinalist Vestavia Hills.

The 1992 Mock Trial team produced MBA’s best finish 
ever. A number of dedicated freshmen, sophomores, juniors, 
and seniors spent several hours perfecting the art form of 
courtroom etiquette. As the group met in February for the first 
time, several tough decisions had to be made respecting the 
compositions of the first and second teams. Eventually, the 
two teams were chosen; both were filled with excellent 
speakers and thinkers. The first team was coached by Mr. 
Wade Cowan, a local attorney who had taken Father Ryan 
High School to the National Mock Trial Competition for the 
past two years in a row. The .second team was placed under the 
direction of Mr. David Gore, the former Mock Trial coach of 
Overton. 

As the wearying hours of preparation grew, the parts of 
witnesses and lawyers were assigned. The case involved two 
good ol’ boys who are involved in a murder and point the 
finger at each other. Greg “I-would-never-tell-the-truth” Ho- 
lyfield played the role of Tracy Burger, one of the suspects.

In addition, a spacious dining 
hall, kitchen, reception/conference 
room, and paved courtyard will be in- 
corporated. Future renovations of 
the Ball Building, Wallace Hall, the 
Art Building, and the campus 
grounds themselves promise to fur- 
ther enhance MBA's tradition of and 
commitment to excellence. 

So while construction may 
have been something of a distraction 
this year and perhaps even a bit loud 
at times, there were few complaints 
but many eager speculations. As 
with any attempt to expand horizons, 
there must be some growing pains.

defensive struggle 6-2. The game was high- 
lighted by the sack of the Wildcat quarterback by 
Brandon Shea which caused a safety; the tackling 
prowess of linebackers Bo Mixon, Ed Martin, and 
Derrick Buckspan; Baker Eadie’s receptions; and 
the passing of Parks Owen. 

On Monday, September 30, MBA played the 
Firebirds of Pearl-Cohn after having waited two 
weeks to avenge their last defeat.

At the end of the last school year, the Cross 
Country team elected Roy Alley, Justin Crosslin, 
and Matt Zibas as this year’s captains, and they, 
along with fellow seniors Scott Hande, Alex 
Rogers, and David Wyckoff, provided excellent 
leadership for the team during the summer and 
fall. 

In the Tennessee Classic, the first big meet of 
the year, the varsity placed ninth and the J.V. 
captured third. Justin and John Crosslin, Roy 
Alley, Scott Hande, and David Wyckoff scored 
points for the varsity, while John Farringer ran a 
strong time of 1 7:43. Jason Barton paced the J.V. 
with a time of 17:53. 

Next at the A.F. Bridges Invitational, injury 
struck Roy Alley, and Coach Pruitt had to bark 
instructions to the other six runners to make up 
for Alley’s absence. Four of these six athletes ran 
their best times, with Justin Crosslin running 
what proved to be his season’s best time at the 
Steeplechase, 16:34. The varsity placed fourth, 
while the J.V. took second. 

MBA won the Gallatin Invitational, a race 
involving ten runners from each school. All ten of 
MBA’s runners vied for spots on the varsity, and 
throughout the season, positions on the varsity 
and J.V.frequently changed. The top four on the 
team were consistent, but Taylor Harris, John 
Farringer, Mark Wyckoff, Glenn Gaston, Jason 
Barton, Frazer Buntin, David Berry, Jonathan 
Fly, and Geoff Zimmerman competed for the 


fifth, sixth, and seventh spots. 

Usually Coach Pruitt runs only the J.V. at 
regular season district meets, but seeing the 
chance to win, he sent in all the troops to battle 
Ryan. Not expecting this move, Ryan was dis- 
mayed to see the MBA varsity at the starting line, 
but the race’s end proved that our J.V. could have 
handled the Irish without help. 

The Big Red continued to win by taking first 
place in the District 1 1 AAA meet. Glenn Gaston 
and John Farringer ran their best times: 17:16, 



17:36 respectively, while the Crosslins, Hande, 
D. Wyckoff, and Harris also performed well. The 
J.V . swept the top seven places, with eigth grader 
Jim Alley running a 17:42 and with Jonathin Fly, 
Jason Barton, Frazer Buntin, and Geoff Zimmer- 
man finishing between 17:53 and 17:56. In addi- 
tion, MBA also won the district regular season, 
and Taylor Harris and Glenn Gaston were named 
to the All-District Team. 

On a dreary and drizzling day the Cross 
Country team set out to win the region. The team 


won for the 1 1th straight year, a state record for 
consecutive region victories, and everybody ran 
fast times despite the hazardous conditions. Tay- 
lor Harris set a personal record of 17:18, and 
Justin Crosslin led MBA with a fourth-place fin- 
ish. The Crosslins and Hande were named to the 
prestigious First Team All-Metro, and D. Wyck- 
off, Harris, and Gaston made the Second Team 
All-Metro. 

In the state meet, MBA did not do as well as 
it had wished, bringing home ninth place. For the 
team Scott Hande placed first, running a personal 
best of 1 6:55, while the Crosslins exerted all their 
energy taking second and third place team fin- 
ishes. D. Wyckoff ran in the low 17’s, and M. 
Wyckoff ran in the 17:20’s to round out the top 
five. 

Overall, this year was a good year for the 
MBA cross-country team with the seniors taking 
a step forward in leadership and performances, 
the juniors and sophomores continuing to run 
well, and the freshman emerging as competitive 
runners. Freshmen, such as Philip Guengerich, 
Kenneth Pruitt, Cory Morgan, Freddie O’Con- 
nell, and Nathan Lujan, after becomming accli- 
mated to the stringent demands of cross-country, 
all made drastic improvements of up to five 
minutes.

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Because of the loss of starters from 
the year before, the 1991-92 MBA wrestling 
team was picked at the beginning of the season to 
have a mediocre team at best, but determination 
and perseverance came through for the Big Red. 
Under the leadership of our three senior captains, 
Brett Sanders, Mark Szydlo, and Bo 
Bartholomew, the MBA team went on a tear, 
impressively obtaining victories over Antioch, 
Beech, Glencliff, and Lipscomb. After these 
crushing victories, the team began to be plagued 
by injuries. 

In early December several team 
members travelled to Hendersonville for an invi- 
tational tournament. Jim Uden and Glenn Gaston 
advanced to the finals. Then with the hopes of de- 
fending its title, the team travelled to Cleveland 
for the stiffest competition of the season. Without 
the services of several starters who were lost to 
sickness and without any freshmen to fill in the 
lineup, MBA could only compete in nine weight 
classes. The team was given little chance to do 
well; yet, MBA was able to obtain an impressive 
4th-place finish. Brett Sanders was named most 
valuable wrestler as he went undefeated and 


scored an impressive victory over Steve Smith of 
Tyner, the eventual 145-pound state champion. 

Unfortunately, because of injuries 
and lack of experience in several weight classes, 
the MBA squad suffered a few very close defeats 
to Hillwood, Overton, Hillsboro, and Ryan, but 
used these losses as opportunities to prepare for 
the post-season, individual tournaments. While 
most students were preparing for exams, several 
wrestlers were preparing for the competition. 
Though Jim Uden claimed the championship in 
the prestigious Father Ryan Tournament, he was 
lost for the season due to injury. At that point he 
had compiled a 17-1-1 record and was one of the 
top contenders for the state championship in his 
weight class. 

After winning the Region Tourna- 
ment two years in a row, the MBA wrestling team 
found itself as a distinct underdog expected to 
finish no better than 5th place. The team wrestled 
extremely well, placing third in the tournament 
and qualifying seven individuals for the state 
tournament. Region Championships were won 
by Glenn Gaston and Brett Sanders. Bo 
Bartholomew finished in second place as David 


Frazier and Sonny Heiser finished in third place. 
Will McKeand and Barrett Rose placed fourth. 

The Team finished 13th in the State. 
Gaston and Sanders finished third in their respec- 
tive weight classes. There were a few notable 
wrestlers this season who carried on the winning 
tradition at MBA by placing high in tournaments 
and earning good records. Glenn Gaston had an 
overall record of 30-5-0 in the 119 and 112 
classes; David Frazer surprised many with his

Makin’ em’ eat wake. The 1991-92 MBA 
Swim Team rose from obscurity to become the 
year’s Mid-State Boys Champions. The swim 
team, comprised of Ryan Brukardt, John Hearn, 
Jeremy Kane, Vlado Kozomara, Sam Kuyken- 
dall, Thomas Lee, Brad Maggart, Joey Martinez, 
Adam Nadeau, Andrew Publow, Howard Rietz, 
Jonathan Spencer, Alan Sundell, Bo Sundius, and 
Flagg Youngblood, commenced practicing under 
the leadership of Coach Steve Rundberg, Coach 
Don Sundius, and Coach Gordon Publow in late 
October at the Centennial Sportsplex. 

After several weeks of grueling practice and 
intense training, MBA swam its first meet against 
the Floundering Irish. The final score was an 
impressive 113-53 win by MBA, since MBA 
won every event. The swim team’s only loss was 
suffered to LaVergne, who turned out four times 
the number of swimmers that the flu-stricken 
MBA did. 

Next MBA travelled to Brentwood to swim 
in the cold December air of the Bruins’ makeshift 
“indoor” pool. In one of the most exciting meets 
ever witnessed, the Big Red swam and defeated 


the Brentwood Bruins, the four-time State Cham- 
pions and eight consecutive years Boys Mid- 
State Champions, with a score of 93 -74. 

In MBA’s last duel meet of the season, the 
Big Red once again regained its athletic domi- 
nance over Gallatin with a 128 - 112 victory and 
a merciless pummelling of Hillwood and Hume 
Fogg who compiled less than 30 points collec- 
tively. 



For the first time in the one hundred and 
twenty-five year history of Montgomery Bell 
Academy, the Big Red brought home the trophy 
of the Boys Mid-State Champions at the Mid- 
Tennessee Regional Swim Championships. 
MBA swimmers Vlado Kozomara and Bo Sun- 
dius set two meet records, and the team proudly 
won with a point spread of MBA 299, Brentwood 
270, Hendersonville 270, Oakland 224, and Gal- 


latin 213. At the Mid-State meet Kozomara. 
Kuykendall, Lee, Maggart, Publow, Reitz, Sun- 
dell, Sundius, and Youngblood all qualified for 
the State Championships. 

In the State level Competition the nine MBA 
swimmers were easily overlooked in the warm- 
ups, but once the meet started everyone was in for 
a big surprise. The Big Red placed an impressive 
7th place over all and once again defeated all the 
Mid-Tennessee swim teams.

After a trip to Cocoa Beach, Florida during spring 
break, the team returned to Nashville ready to 
begin a twenty-four game schedule of tough dis- 
trict and non-district opponents.

The 1992 MBA tennis team dominated. 
Loaded with five solid starters (4 seniors and 1 
junior) along with several upcoming freshmen 
and sophomores, the Big Red took second in the 
State. Coach Jim Poston stated, “1992 was one of 
the greatest seasons ever at MBA. The team 
played beyond its potential, and I’m proud to be 
their coach.” 

MBA began the season by silencing Brent- 
wood High who was talking smack all year about 
how they were going to beat us. MBA won 6-3 on 
the first encounter and 5-4 in the last encounter.

Determined to continue last year’s 
successes, the Varsity Track team began its sea- 
son in high spirits. Led by Coaches Pruitt, Comp- 
ton, Owen, and Regen, as well as seniors Bo 
Bartholomew, Justin Crosslin, Roy Alley, John 
Inman, David Wyckoff, Chris Johnston, and 
defending pole vault state champion Carter 
Baker, MBA ran into the dual meet season opti- 
mistic of a repeat of their Region III-AAA cham- 
pionship of a year ago. In the dual meets. The Big 
Red slaughtered the opposition, demolishing 
teams such as Hillsboro, BGA, Glencliff, and 
Overton, for a 6-1 record. Ofnote, MBA defeated 
Overton at their place for only the third time in 
recent history. 

It was at the first “big” meet of the 
season, the Mid-South Classic in Chattanooga, 
that the Big Red went up against its first real 
opposition. Versus powerful private school 
teams from Tennessee, Alabama, and Georgia, 
the Big Red finished fourth, with victories by 
Joseph “The Mule” Sitton in the shot put and the 
4 X 800 team of Roy Alley, John Crosslin, David 
Wyckoff, and Rob West. Roy Alley and Justin 
Crosslin also placed in the 3200, Bo 
Bartholomew and Andy Ward in the shot, John 
Inman in the high jump and pole vault, Robert 
West in the high jump, Joseph Braden in the 100, 
and the 4 X 200 and 4 X 1 00 teams placed as well. 


for a total of fifty points, 36.5 behind first-place 
“Sports Academy.” 

Next, the Big Red returned home for 
the annual Doug Hall Relays, held at MBA. In 
this meet in which every event is a relay, the team 
apparently avenged their previous loss to the 
“Sports Academy,” edging them out by two 
points. Winning events for the Big Red were the 
shot put relay team, the 4 X 1 600 team, and the Fat 
Man’s relay, with the discus, pole vault, and 
distance medley teams finishing second, the high 
jump finishing third, the shuttle hurdles finishing 
fourth, and the long jump and 4 X 800 fifth. This 
meet also began the running career of Chris 
Johnston, who eventually became anchor of the 4 
X 200 and 4 X 100 teams. 

At the city championship Optimist 
Relays, arguably the team’s best meet, the team 
soared to a tremendous lead, only to see it col- 
lapse. After the field events, the team had 52.5 
points, bolstered by strong performances in the 
strength events. Sitton, Bartholomew, and Ward 
won first, second, and fourth, respectively, in the 
shot; Ward, Bartholomew, and Shannon Durrett, 
finished second, fourth and fifth, in that order, in 
the discus. In the pole vault. Baker and Inman 
finished two-three, with Austin Koon in fifth. 
After that, the team saw a thirty-two point lead 
over Hunter’s Lane disappear, as the team fin-

' ished second, 104 - 74.5, despite strong perform- 
I ances by Alley and Crosslin in the 3200, finishing 
second and third, and a third place finish by the 4 
X 800 team of Pickel, M.Wyckoff, D.Wyckoff, 
and West. 

Unfortunately for the Big Red, this 
tendency continued for the remainder of the sea- 
son. At the Banner Relays at McGavock, the Big 
Red, leading after the field events, finished a 
disappointing seventh, as the team only scored 
seven points in the running events. This failure 
overshadowed fine successes by Inman (third in 
pole vault), West (fourth in high jump), 
Bartholomew (third in shot), and Ward (fourth in 
I shot and fifth in discus). 

The next week came the Region III- 
AAA meet at McGavock. As defending champi- 
ons, the Big Red expected to make a strong 
showing, and the team finished third behind two 
' very strong Hunter’s Lane and Whites Creek 
teams. In the decathlon. West placed second, 
Inman placed fifth, and Koon finished sixth, with 
West advancing to the state finals at Brentwood 
I Academy. In the other field events, MBA domi- 
nance held sway, with Baker and Inman finishing 
first and third, respectively, in the pole vault 
(Baker with a vault of 1 3'), Sitton placing fifth in 
the shot, Durrett taking fifth in the discus, and 
I Bartholomew winning second in the discus and 


third in the shot. Both Baker and Bartholomew 
advanced to the state finals the following week. 
As for the running events, the Big Red won Just 
enough to hold onto third place, with J. Crosslin 
and Alley picking up key points in the 3200 to 
hold off a fierce McGavock squad. Furthermore, 
the 4 X 800 team of David Wyckoff, Hal Pickel, 
Mark Wyckoff, and Robert West finished fifth. 

In the State Championship, with only 
three athletes qualified, the Big Red did quite 
well. Robert West came from behind to win third 
place in the State Decathlon, bolstered by strong 
finishes in the triple Jump and mile run. In the 
pole vault, defending state champion Carter 
Baker repeated his previous success, setting a 
school record of 14’ 1”. Bo Bartholomew also 
managed to win sixth place in the discus, in face 
of extreme adversity. All in all, the Big Red tied 
for eleventh, an excellent showing, considering 
the lack of qualifications into the meet. 

The sprint teams vastly improved 
with the arrival of Jody Cummings and Chris 
Johnston, placing in both the Optimist and the 
Banner for the first time in several years. All 
things considered, the year was quite successful 
for the Big Red.

The 1992 MBA Freshmen Track 
team began its season with one goal in mind: to 
five-peat as Metro Freshmen City Champions. 
Under the capable leadership of Coach Compton, 
the freshmen spent the dual meet season molding 
themselves into a fearsome fighting force. At 
their first “big” meet, the Doug Hall Relays, the 
frosh dominated all competition, winning three of 
the five relay events: the4X 100, the 4X400, and 
the 4 X 800; in fact, the team of Ryan Foster, Bill 
Hancock, David Hofstetter, and Zach Green- 
wood set a school record in the 4 X 100, and the 
team of Phillip Guengerich, Jonathan Fly, Mark 
Wyckoff, and John Farringer set a new school and 
meet record in the 4 X 800. 

The high point of the season, how- 
ever, came with the City Championship, held at 
MBA. The Big Red fared fairly well in the field 
events, with Buck Blair winning the pole vault 
with a jump of 1 T, and Ryan Foster finishing 
second in the long jump and fourth in the high 
jump.

The MBA Lacrosse team, the school’s new- 
est varsity sport, has in just three years become 
the dominate lacrosse team in the region, playing 
and defeating teams from Missouri, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Georgia, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, and 
New Jersey. Over the past three years, under 
Head Coach John Baer, the team has competed in 
three state championship games, this year win- 
ning both the Tennessee State Lacrosse Associa- 
tion Championship (TSLA) and the Mid-Ameri- 
can Lacrosse Association Conference Champi- 
onship (MALC). 

This year’s Lacrosse team proved to be 
MBA’s best, compiling an 18-2 record and win- 
ning both the TSLA and MALC Championships. 
After several pre-season games and a spring trip 
to Hilton Head, the team began the season against 
arch rival McCallie. In a tense and hard fought 
game, with Aaron Peterson leading the way with 
8 goals and 2 assists, MBA dominated and won 
13-7. For his outstanding play, Peeterson was 
named TSLA Player of the Week. This victory 
was followed by subsequent victories over the 
Nashville team, 1 1-2, and Brentwood, 21-2. 

The team then traveled to Louisville where 
they defeated a strong Cincinnati team 14-4, but 
suffered their first loss to Moeller High School 
(the defending Ohio State Champion) 13-5. Next 
came a trip to South Bend, Indiana to play in the 
South Bend Invitational Tournament. MBA 
defeated a strong Evanston High School team 1 1 - 
5, but lost in the finals to Detroit Central Catholic 
High School 13-5. 

After defeating Nashville, again, 17-1, the 


team traveled to Chattanooga for a rematch 
against McCallie. In another tense game, the 
MBA defense, under the leadership of Captain 
Alex Dean, Todd Counter and John Wesley, 
asserted itself in the second half, allowed only 1 
goal, and MBA won 10-8. In the game. Dean 
stopped 78% of shots-on-goal and was named 
TSLA Player of the Week. 

Victories over Memphis University School 
1 1-3 and Wooster High School (Ohio) 5-4 fol- 
lowed and then came the Nashville Invitational 
Tournament - a five-game tournament held over 
two days. Lead by the outstanding play of Anton 
Hie, who accounted for 1 2 points over the two 
days, MBA won all five games and Anton was 
named TSLA Player of the Week. 

MBA was now 15-2, and it was tournament 
time. First, MBA had to win the TSLA Champi- 
onship against Brentwood which it did 25-2, and 
then had to defeat St. Joseph’s, the Indiana State 
Champion which it did 1 1-3. Now it was time to 
travel to St. Louis to play an undefeated Lafayette 
High School for the MALC Championship. 

In an incredibly tense and hard fought game 
played under the lights, MBA was ultimately 
victorious 10-9 in sudden death overtime. With 
Hugh Gaston leading the the way, winning 90 % 
of the face-offs, getting four goals and two as- 
sists, and being ably assisted by Shann Anderson 
(three goals), Anton Hie and Aaron Peterson, 
MBA broke in front and at various times lead 3- 
1 , 5-3, and 9-6 only to have a gutsy Lafayette fight 
back to tie the score 9-9 with one minute to play. 
In the final minute, MBA had two fast breaks but 


failed to convert, then suffered a penalty, was 
forced to play the last 30 seconds “a man down”, 
and Dean was forced to make two game-saving 
saves. 

In Sudden Death Overtime, Hugh Gaston 
won the face-off, but MBA could not get a goal, 
allowing Lafayette an attempt to score. Dean 
made the save. The ground ball was picked up by 
Keith Claverie, who cleared to Aaron Peterson, 
who passed to Shann Anderson streaking down 
the left side of the field. Anderson “burned” the 
Lafayette defender and fired a left-handed shot 
over the shoulder of the Lafayette goalie and into 
the upper left hand corner of the Lafayette goal 
for his third, and championship, goal. The 
MALC Championship was MBA’s. 

It was truly a great season filled with many 
awards and honors. Alex Dean was named to the 
Lacrosse Association’s first team High School 
All-American Team, was named MALC South- 
ern division and TSLA Defensive Player of the 
Year, and TSLA Most Valuable Player. John 
Wesley was invited to play in the National North- 
South Game, Aaron Peterson won the TSLA 
scoring championship; Keith Claverie, Shann 
Anderson, Aaron Peterson, Anton High, Alex 
Dean, and Hugh Gaston were at various times 
named TSLA Players of the Week, and Hugh 
Gaston was named TSLA Offensive Player of the 
Year and Most Valuable Player of the MALC 
Championship game. 

With only 3 seniors graduating, MBA will 
return 25 Lettermen, and Coach Baer looks for- 
ward to an even better 1993 season.

The foundation of a great school is either a great student 
body or a great faculty — or so it has been said. But at Mont- 
gomery Bell Academy the students would never get the chance 
to learn nor the faculty get the opportunity to teach without 
the Board of Trust’s generosity and the leadership. This year 
as always the Board of Trust has always operated in the best 
interest of the community and has insured that M.B.A. will 
endure and prosper. 

The Board of Trust’s history is closely linked with Mont- 
gomery Bell Academy’s own. M.B.A.’s heritage goes back to 
the University of Nashville, Cumberland College, and Dav- 
idson Academy. In the early nineteenth century, Cumberland 
College boasted of such prominent trustees as Andrew Jackson, 
James K. Polk, and Andrew Johnson. Years later, the Board 
member Dempsy Weaver used funds from Montgomery Bell’s 
estate to establish Montgomery Bell Academy. In the late nine- 
teenth century, the Board of Trust blocked an attempt by Pea- 
body to annex M.B.A. In 1911, Trustee Judge Robert Ewing 
introduced Mr. Issac Ball as the new Headmaster at M.B.A. 
Under the guidance of Mr. Ball, the new Board of Trust ac- 
quired a thirty-two acre tract of land with a house to provide 
for future expansion. 

In the 1970’s and 1980’s, the Board of Trust under the 
direction of John Sloan, Sr., and Joe C. Davis initiated an 
ambitious building program which saw the completion of 
Brownlee O. Currey Gymnasium, Jack C. Massey Hall, Tom- 
my Owen Stadium, the track and baseball fields, and the tennis 
courts. Under the guidance of the the current Chairman of the 
Board Mr. Ridley Wills II, and Headmaster Dr. Douglas Pas- 
chall, M.B.A. is under construction once again, this time for 
the addition of the Joe C. Davis Building. 



Development Office 

The Alumni and Development Office is made up of Mr. Tom 
Weaver, Director, and Mrs. Ruth Napier, Administrative Assis- 
tant. They are charged with organizing alumni events, publication 
of the school magazine, and raising money for MBA’s endow- 
ment, capital campaigns, and current operating expenses. 

In the three years that Alumni and Development has operated 
as a full-time department of the school, an active Alumni Board 
of Directors has been organized. The Board helps in managing 
alumni affairs. The records for all constituencies of the school, 
including alumni, have been reorganized and updated, and the 
calendar for alumni events has also been expanded. An alumni 
Reunion Weekend held simultaneously with Homecoming is now 
an annual event, and alumni basketball and baseball games have 
been introduced. These activities complement the traditional 
Alumni Dinner heW each December, Career Day each February, 
and other events organized on an alumni class-by-class basis. 
Finally, an updated Alumni Directory was published during the 
1991-92 school year, and a new Distinguished Alumnus program 
is being introduced in conjunction with MBA’s 125th Anniversary 
during the coming school year. 

MBA’s school magazine, which is the most comprehensive in- 
formation piece sent to alumni, current and past parents, and 
friends, has been upgraded and expanded, and the editions in- 
creased from two to three per year. It is a central part of MBA’s 
ongoing communications with its family of supporters. 

The development effort of the school has also greatly improved 
in recent years. Alumni participation in annual giving has dou- 
bled, increasing to approximately 50% each year, and parent 
giving has risen from approximately 40% to 70%. This increased 
interest has in turn contributed to a stronger endowment, and the 
very successful Forgoing A Generation Ahead Campaign which 
began in 1991. Chaired by Trustee and Alumnus J. Barry Banker, 
the campaign has raised in exeess of $5.3 million to date and is 
advancing steadily toward its goal of $6 million. The new, $4.3 
million Joe C. Davis Building for the arts, and other campus 
improvements which are due for completion in time for the 1992- 
93 school year, are being funded by this campaign, and will 
dramatically influence the ongoing life of MBA.
